GIVING A LEAD 


* The Canadian Pacific Railway Co. has 
broken the ice for Canadian commercial 
enterprises by putting a large issue of de- 
bentures on the market, in Canada of 
course. This is the first time since early 
last year that a Canadian concern has 
challenged the depression by offering a 
large block of new securities. 

The issue is for $12,500,000. The rate 
of interest is 6 per cent. Within five years 
the debentures may be converted into 
common stock of the company at the par 
value of the stock. Montreal reports that 
the debentures were in demand promptly. 
That should be good news for the public, 
as well as for the shareholders in the rail- 
way. It indicates that Canadian confidence 
in Canadian enterprises has not fallen to 
the low ebb sometimes supposed, and that 
there is fresh capital available for import- 
ant concerns which have demonstrated 
their stability. 

While “C.P.R.” has for many years been 
regarded as Canada’s premier security, 
never before have Canadian railways faced 
conditions so baffling as at present. The 
successful sale of this large issue of rail- 
way securities is the more significant on 
that account. The men of means who 
bought the debentures evidently think 
C.P.R. stock will be at par in a few years, 
and they are well situated to judge. 

It is to be hoped their confidence in the 
future may prove contagious and help to 
induce in Canadians generally a stronger 
faith in their country and its business 
interests. 


FIRST; WHAT ABOUT CHICAGO? 


Attention has been called in the Senate 
et Ottawa to one angle of the proposed 
St. Lawrence waterway project that should 
not be ignored. Senators Casgrain and 
Lynch-Staunton remintfied the members 
that Chicago is still stealing water from 
the great lakes, in contravention of a 
treaty, defiance of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and with at least the 
permissive consent of the Government at 
Washington. 

Canadian shipping, and United States 
shipping as well, has suffered material 
losses on the lakes because that city is 
diverting from Lake Michigan twice the 
amount of water that the treaty entitles 
it to take and that the Supreme Court said 
it could legally take. Through this diver- 
sion the level of the lakes has been sensibly 
lowered, and vessels have to load lighter 
than they otherwise could. 

The Senators have good ground for 
demanding that this exhibition of contin- 
uing international outlawry be brought to 
an end before Canada negotiates any fur- 
ther treaties with the United States 
respecting boundary waters. If Chicago 
respects neither treaty obligations nor 
the rulings of the Supreme Court, and if 
Washington either cannot or will not com- 
pel Chicago to do so, what assurance can 
there be that a treaty covering the deep- 
ening of the St. Lawrence and the alloca- 
tion of electric energy thereby created 
would mean what it was intended and sup- 
posed to mean? 

Since Washington obviously wants the 
St. Lawrence waterway scheme carried 


through, the present is the time to ask 
Washington what it proposes to do to 
bring Chicago under control; by of dem- 


onstrating its ability to make good its 
treaty undertakings in respect to boun- 
dary waters. 


SIZING THINGS UP 

The London Times has been making a 
candid survey of the situation in respect 
to the coming Imperial economic confer- 
ence at Ottawa. As a result of which it 
warns readers that “There is not the 
faintest ibility of any dominion remov- 
ing its duties on British imports just be- 
cause Great Britain now taxes foreign 
imports and is ready, subject to reciprocal 
agreements, to continue the admit domin- 


jon im duty free.”

The representa- 
tives of the motherlands and the domin- 
ions are not to assemble there to play 
Santa Claus to each other. They are to 
meet to try and arrange trade bargains on 
a basis of value received for value given. 
And both the British and the dominion 
contingents will be more or less under the 
human impulse, and also under economic 
pressure, to get somewhat more than they 


give. 
If that is disconcerting to Imperialists 
of the sentimental school they may as well 
reconcile themselves to the fact before- 
hand and thus soften the blow of disillus- 
ionment. It remains to be seen, as stated 
by the Times, whether dominion imports 
will continue to be admitted duty free to 
Great Britain. That depends upon what 
concessions the dominions are prepared to 
concede to British goods. The contrary 
is equally true. The meeting at Ottawa 
is to be an “economic” conference, not a 
presentation for either party.

In Many Years

While the Women’s Musical Club is 
performing many useful functions, not 
the least worthy and admirable is the 
yearly opera program, which gives 
mrusic Jovers an opportunity of hear- 
ing. even if only in concert and not 
full stage form, operas which other- 
wise would not be heard in these days 
of poverty of touring theatricals.

Mrs. Tom Gardner achieved a high 
point of artistry with her most excel- 
lent interpretation of Marguerite. She 
gang freely, easily and with a com- 
mand of “vocal technique that calls 
for the warmest praise. Miss Lutie 
Jessup rose to new heights with her 
performance as Seibel. She should be 
heard more frequently. Miss Roxyna 
Phillips was at her peak as Martha 
singing with consummate artistry at 
all times.

STOCK PRICES 
DEVELOP FIRM 
TONE AT N.Y.

NEW YORK, N.Y. March 21.— 
While uncertainty over taxation legis- | 
lation before congress tended to keep 
stock market activity in check today, 
prices developed a distinctly firm tone, 
after a little sag in the early trading. 

The selling dried up so completely 
after the firet hour that shorts were 
prompted to cover, and speculators for 
the rise brought the rail shares for- 
ward, in somewhat belated response 
to President Hoover's reassuring state- 
ment on Saturday.
